start July 1945 


De@tails of the biggest social mea- 
sur@in Canada’s history, family al- 
lowances based onthe number of 
children under 16, have been pre- 
senfed to Parliament. Starting July 
1,1945,. payment will be made in 
respect to 3, 450, 000 under 16 years 
of‘age. The outlay will be about 
$200,000,000 a year and every cent 
of this will add to the purchasing 
power of low-income groups, en- 
abling them to buy goods and pro- 
duce made or produced in Canada. 

Cheques will go to the parent 


who supports the children, In the 
case of men overseas the cheques 


_wil}) goto their wives at home, The . 


scale is: $5. a month for a child 
under 6; $6 a month for a child be- 
tween 6 and 10; $7 a month for a 
child between 10 and 13 and $8 a 
month for a child between 13 and 
16. Where there is a large family 
the rates will be lower by $1 a 
month for the fifth child; by $2 a 
month for the 6th and 7th children 
and by $3 a month for the 8th and 
any additional. child. Thus pay- 
ments will run from $5 a month to 
$40 and are expected to average a- 
bout $6.25 a month per child.

The eruption of Mount Cleveland 
which began June 10 and is still 
continuing,has prompted the evac- 
uation of a United States army in- 
stallation on Chugfnatiak — Island 
and possibly has taken one life, 
the 11th army: air force announced. 


Mount Cleveland is a volcano on 
Chudinadak Island in the islands 
of the four mountains group in the 
eastern Aleutian area, 


Fruptions accompanied by sev- 
ere earthquakes began in full force 
during the afternoon of June 10. 
American army personal stationed 
there reported, rocks “As huge as 
automobiles” belched from the cra- 
ter over the entire island. 


A rescue party arrived that night 
but while evacuation and recovery 
of*material was golng on the fol- 
lowing morning “the entire mount- 
ain top blew off,"army witnesses 
reported. Lava and rock were scat- 
tered over the island and the Ber- 
ing Sea for miles around. {| 


The missing soldier was thought 
lest in the first hour of the erup- 
tion. His companions said he ap- 
parently had advanced too close to 
the voleano in an attempt to eval- 
uate the danger and was knocked 
unconscious or killed by falling 
rock and his body later covered by 
lava which had poured down the 
mountain for three miles when the 
rescue party left.

What About Worms? 


Worms can be a real problem. 
There are many kinds and varieties 
of them but all worms are alike in 
one respect—they live only to eat 
and grow. As a result, worms take 
many times their weight in garden 
stuff. Even worse is the messy trail 
they leave behind with corn ears 
spoiled, cabbage heads damaged, 
and many products, unpalatable 
from their chewing. The worst 
damage from worms, however, 
comes from the destruction of plant 
foliage, thus slowing up growth and 
reducing the yield of the crop or 
even destroying it entirely. Any 
worm in your garden is an enemy 
—go after him. 


Where Do Worms Come From? 


When you see millers fluttering 
about the garden, you may think 
the sight beautiful, but watch out 
for worms a little later. The millers 
are there to lay eggs. Some times 
the intermediate forms are not true 
worms in the scientific sense but 
the damage is the same and the 
treatment is also the same. They 
must be sprayed or dusted with an 
effective insecticide. 


How Can Cabbage Worms Be 
Killed With the Least Trouble? 


The best way to protect the gar- 
den from cabbage worms is by 
spraying a stomach poison mixed 
with water on the growing plants 
This leaves a coating of poison over 
the cabbage head that is suve death 
to the worms, The cheapest and 
most efficient material for such 
poisoning is common lead arsenate 
to be had at any store selling gar- 
den supplies. If you. are spraying 
with Black Leaf 40 for aphids on 
cabbage, you will control the cab- 
bage worm also.

Two boys were at the same sch- 
ool: George Washington and Peter 
Miller, Washington became the first 
President of the United States; and 
Peter Miller became a preacher of 
the Gospel.
